of Romagists and others.in this. Bible-in- school 
business, based upon what they call their rights 
of conscience, are null and void.

‘The 
bluffs which enclose the*meadows around the town 
are picturesque and the live oak trees of deep green 
foliage scattered over the landscape have a beautifal 
effect, in ¢ntrast with the yellow back ground be- 
hind them. They are shaped like apple trees, and 
a in many places are so clustered together as to resem- 
ble the orchards which are 80 promicent a feature 
in a New England scene.

ous smells. After gazing-at this exhibition with 
astonishment for a few moments, we began to des- 
cend from our elevation to wind our. way eautionsly 
along the bottom and’sides of this wonderfukeanon, 
following*the trail which had been made by previ- 
ous visitors where the earth was most solid and it 
was safe to tread. When abont half way through 
this that has been called “The Chamber.of. Hor. 
rore,” we resvhed “the locality\ofithe principal or 
“ Steamboat Geyser.” It is so named because the 
noise that it makes is like that of a powerful high 
preseure boat.letting off steam. On ascendinga 
little from the bottom of the ravine we stood beside 
this. fuuntuin of vapor and shuddered at the thought 
of the earth giving way beneath our feet and plang- 
ing down into the terrible furnace or boiler below. 
The degree of temperature in this Geyser I could 
not learn, as no thermometer has ever yet been used 
to test it that could i indicate what it is. It mnst 


be very great. Such is the heat on the surface 


around it that une can stand near it but a few mo. 
ments ~My feet were heated and almost scorched 
in the brief period that I stood looking upon it. 
A little further down and on the same side of the 
gorge, we came to a large round basin in the ledge, 
at least six or eight fet in diameter, which pre- 
sented a truly appalling sight. It was apparently
